Tiib great Behring Sen itrbilration in 
over mill the decision given in mainly 
a victory for Canada and Great Brit¬ 
ain. The seals nro to bo preserved in 
fuatiro, however, to a largo extent, and 
this means a victory in that particu¬ 
lar for the United 8tates. The pres¬ 
ervation of the seals means the des¬ 
truction of the salmon. Seals live on 
fish, and are fond of salmon, often 
taking but one bite out of a huge fish. 
To preserve the seal, whose pelt makes 
a garment for the rich, is the order of 
the day. The salmon may take care 
of themselves, when plentiful they are 
food for the poor. 

A great many French-Oanadians aro 
rotuining to the Province now because 
of the closing of the mills in the Now 
England States. About 300 arrived 
last week from Fall River and Lowell. 
They state that the times are very 
hard there, and in other towns, that 
many are actually in want. Tho notice 
given to the operatives in most cases 
is that the factories will romain clos'd 
from three to six weeks, and thereafter 
will run only three days a week. One 
of tho C. P. R. conductors whoso train 
brought many of these Canadians 
homo, stated that tho great majority 
of them have round-trip tickets, ex¬ 
pecting to go back to New England 
when tho clouds go by. “ It is called 
a political scheme,” said another rail¬ 
way man. “Tho manufacturers aro 
all McKinley men, and they aro turn¬ 
ing their men out of work to frighten 
Cleveland and to give the Republican 
press an opportunity to raiso tho cry 
of ‘blue ruin on account of free trade.” 

Does any intelligent man believe 
that Sir Charles Tupper had any faith 
in the Chignecto ship railway project 
when ho made speeches in parliament 
in support of his resolutions granting 
a subsidy of 8170,000 in aid of the 
scheme, and thus helped to ‘‘bunco?’ 
English} capitalists, who naturally 
supposed that no Canadian, govern¬ 
ment would endorse or lend its credit 
to a scheme that was not likely to 
prove remunerative. Ministerial or¬ 
gans now tell us t! at tho Chignecto 
scheme “was never promising.” Why 
did they not say so when Sir Charles 
Tupper and tho other Tory loaders 
were deluding British capitalists into 
putting their money into it? Why 
did thoy remain silent while tho great 
bunco-steerer was getting his work in? 
Tho collapse of tho Chignecto ship 
railway scheme will tend to impair 
Canada’s good name and (jostroy the 
prospects^of many bona lido Canadian 
enterprises. Throe or four millions of 
dollars of British capital have bo°u 
sunk in constructing a work of doubt¬ 
ful utility, which is to be abandoned 
bdforc completion.* Probably Sir 
Charles will claim credit for having 
humbugged London capitalists into 
throwing thoir millions into the Cum¬ 
berland swamps.- Fhee Peeks.

Cycling l T jr Hill—A New Kind of Paint 

That Uaa Many Qualities to llecoiu- 

raand It—Kailway Safety Clock. 

A new hill-climbing devico in tho 
shape of a cycle attachment has oppeur- 
cd, which is expected to revolutionize 
cycle riding almost to the same extent 
as the perfection and attachment of the 
pneumatic tires to safety bicycles. Tlio 
new device is far in advance of tho most 
recent elliptical sprocket, and will pro¬ 
bably suiKTsedc everything hitherto 
used. It consists of a simple attach* 
ment which is readily applied to the or¬ 
dinary sprocket wheel, admitting of a 
reduction from the ordinary gear of a 
safety wheel to any proportion of tho 
same. The gear is readily changed by 
withdrawing the cog wheels in the in¬ 
terior, of which there aro six, from tho 
larger to the smaller sprocket. * This is 
accomplished by merely pressing a lever, 
which instantly throws the gear in or 
out of action. Tne additional weight of 
the attachment is two pounds. One of 
its advantages is that it entirely displaces 
the brake. Hinoe the pneumatic tire has 
come into use there have been constant 
compluints that the brake has had the 
tendency to rip and tear the outside 
covering of the inflated tires. The new 
sprocket wheel enables a rider not only 
to dispense with a brake, hut to keep his 
machine under porfect control upon the 
steepest incline. In a recent public test, 
tho new sprocket was geared to sixty- 
four inches, and reduced by displace¬ 
ment to thirty- two inches for hill climb¬ 
ing. While the latter gear was satisfac¬ 
tory, ex|H?rt6 who tried the new declared 
that better work could be done with n 
45-gear. •

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NUMISMATICS IN CHINA. 


Collection of Celestial Coins Which Date 
Hnek 4,!<0O Years. 

China is the paf.nli o of tlie nttniis- 
matist. The collections of cash, accord¬ 
ing to Consul Edward Bcdloe’s report to 
tho Htate Department, art* something 
marvelous. They are small coins of 
bronze, brass, copper, or silver, ranging 
in intrinsic valuo from onc-twenti«*tli of 
a ceiit to 25 cents. The oldest of these 
coins on record appeared about 2J00 H,G>v 
Over 150,000 different kinds of cash tins' 
preserved in .collect ions. Homo are won ¬ 
derful examples of coinage, but most of 
them aro clumsy and coar<o. Tlio mi- , 
misroatist can work all his life, sjy.qnl very 
little money, and leave to posterity thou¬ 
sands of coins. AIL he ne**«ls to do is to 
confine his work to the collection of cash, 
tho small coins in brass and bron/e,whose 
value rouges from one-tenth to one-four- 
t*.uuth of a cent. Their workmanship 
varies, but it is usually very good. 

Their sha|>e to-day is like that of 
European coins, with tho exception that 
through the center is a square hole 
through which the coins ure strung to¬ 
gether liko beads. In the past, however, 
other forms were employed, including 
tho square, trianglo, fieart, eclipse, 
shiold, key, sword, and spear. Tho 
number of kinds is simply immense. 
They are referred to iq the literature as 
far back as 250 B.C. “The earliest that 
I have heard of," said Consul Bcdioe, 
“dates from the Tain dynasty, which 
ruled from 200 to 207 B.C,” 

From that time until to-day theso use¬ 
ful little coins have- been used by every 
monarch, whether he was an emperor 
0 f tho eqtire country or king of otto of 
the potty principalities, into which, 
from time to time, the Chinese Empire 
was broken. There havo been over 
1200 occupants of the various throne*, 
royal and imperial. In addition to Jheso 
regular issues, if such they may he call¬ 
ed, there have been special issues from 
tiuic to time utid also special local issuiM. 

A wealthy mandarin in Caqtoq is s i *1 
to have llie finest collection extant, 
containing 25,000 specitnous of different 
kinds. 

Tho cost increases as you go back¬ 
ward in time. The cash of this century 
can bo secured at their nominal faco 
value, Those qf the eighteen and seven¬ 
teenth centuries bring from on© cent to 
ten cents each. Those of tho liau dyn¬ 
asties, from 206 to 100 A.I)., ‘ bring 
8100 each when In a fine state of pre¬ 
servation. Theso true antiques are 
found in ancient tombs nml ruins. 
Keveral hundred were discovered in 
Amoy this year in digging a grave, 
when the laborers broke info art old 
tomb several feet below the surface of 
tiie soil. 

The coins lay in a pretty earthernware 
jar and encrusted with a thin laver of 
malachite that here and there had been 
changed by moisture into nzurite. The 
coins were sold hr the lucky coolios in 
the next twenty-four hours, and are said 
to havo brought $1 a piece, an immenso 
sum to men working for 12 cents a day. 
To succood in collecting cash a person 
must be a fine Chineso scholar. The 
labor thereby involved is so severe as to 
preclude most collectors from indulging 
m the pleasure to any great extent—| 
Philadelphia Bulletin.

THE ART OF SWIMMING. 

VALUABLE* INSTRUCTIONS TO THE 
NOVICE.

Bid* Stroke* and Boeing Stroke* Ex¬ 
plained—The* Plans* and Dive—How 
Diving May be Don* Gracefully— How 
to Make th* Descent With Railway 
Speed. 

After the rudlmental points in swim¬ 
ming have been mastered, such os keep¬ 
ing afloat in the water, baok swimming 
ana the ordinary breast stroke, the be¬ 
ginner may turn to the English trudgeon 
stroke or hand-over-hand swimming. In 
this the right and loft sides work alter¬ 
nately. It is a Very fast style, but ex¬ 
hausting, and cannot be kept up any 
length of time. Lie in the water in the 
same position as the breast-stroke and 
with your hands in front of your chest, 
strike out with one band clear out of the 
water. When the arm is fully extended 
ip the water make a scoop of your hand 
and pull it hard towards you as if to 
dirag yourself along, At the same mo¬ 
ment turn slightly to the right or left 
•ide, whichever arm you have extended, 
and give a vicious kick with the leg. 
Whilo drawing your hand through the 
water to the thigh, bring your other hand 
forward for its stroke ana the leg up for 
its kick, and as soon as the stroke is fin¬ 
ished turn to that side slichtly and re¬ 
peat, alternating the strokes. As said, 
it is a very fast style for a short distance. 

, THE HIDE HTROKE 

is the best mode of swimming and is 
used by all fast swimmers, amateur und 
professional, in their contests, they hav¬ 
ing what is called a racing side stroke. 
As its name implies, tho stroke is made 
while lying in the water on the side. For 
endurance it is really the oulv strlo. A 
swimmer who cau use both right nnd 
left sides can swim miles without auy 
great distress. While the frog-like 
breast stroke really seems to be a man's 
natural way of water progression, the 
side stroke is far ahead of it in natural¬ 
ness and easy progress. In breast-swim¬ 
ming a big strain is put npon the neck, 
keeping it out of its normal position; the 
bo ay also offers much resistance to the 
water in chest-swimming, whilo in going 
side ways through the wuter this resist¬ 
ance is greatly reduced. Now 
AH TO HOW IT 18 DONE. 

It is a rather complicated stroke. Make 
a breast stroke in the usual manner and, 
as the arms ure drawn back, turn on 
your side—not exactly clear on your 
side, but just a trifle inclined on the 
chest. The legs are then drawn up, the 
upper one crossing over the under and 
being in a position in which tho knee¬ 
cap of the under almost touches the back 
of the calf of tho upper. Take a wide 
sweep with tho legs, keeping the iipjier 
one about an iiicu under water. As 
they kick out the legs resemble nothing 
so much as the opening and closing of a 
pair of scissors. As you give tho kick 
shoot out both hands past the head to 
their fullest extent. Tho underarm will 
reach further to the front. After tho 
legs have come together, toes |>ointed 
back, send down your upper hand, 
slightly hollowed, in a straight lino past 
your face and down to your thigh, 
•Finish of the upper hand insulo 
stroke,' Directly it reaches the thigh 
the elbow must be bent, but not 
so far as to show out of tho water, and 
the hand must steal up to the breast, 
from whence a fresh stroke is taken. 

AH THE UPPER HAND 

reached the thigh the under hand should 
have swept through tho water, the palm 
turned downward, until it reached al¬ 
most of the bottom ribs by a semi-circle.

l<ew Method of Making Car Wheels. 

An unusual method of making wheels 
for oars has recently been brought l*»- 
foro railway men. Wherever it is de¬ 
sired to have reliable wheels stool tiros 
are almost universally used, with paper, 
wrought or cast iron centers. Cast iron 
centers are tho cheapest form of any as 
regards first cost, but it is rather difficult 
to form a good connection between tho 
tire ami the renter. In the new method 
of manufacture a stock of tires is inuilo 
up complete. The molds for tho center 
of the wheel are then cut up, leaving a 
space for placing tho tire in the mold so 
as to form a part of it. The mold is 
next opened and the tire, heated to a red 
heat is placed iu position. Tho mold is 
then closed and tho molten metal for tho 
center immediately poured in. Thu ro- 
sulc is said to bo a practically jierfoct 
union of tho stool and cant iron, forming 
a solid wheel which has tho advantage 
of a durable »A*el rim and u cheap 
laxly.

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given the under hand should have stolen 
up for another stroke. This style is like 
the achottischo lesson your dancing 
master gives you : ‘One, two, three ; 
one, two, three; one. two, three.’ Just 
keop this in mind and repeat it with the 
strokes. ‘One' is the legs, ‘two” is the 
upper hand, and ‘three’ is the under 
hand, (let these strokes working with¬ 
out friction, working the ‘one-two* 
three' refrain, and pretty soon you'll 
bo a racer. In this side-stroke always 
swim as level as iK>ssible, near tho sur¬ 
face of the water, with no part of the 
body except tho tip of the uppermost 
shoulder in view. The face ,-mould be 
half immerse, breath beii' taken 
through the nostrils when the kick is 
given. 

Of course you will want to 
FIA’NGtt AN!) DIVB 

as soou as you are expert at lyvimming. 
Diving is a very pleasurahlo as well as 
useful accomplishment. The tirst thing 
to learn is to keep your eyes open under 
water. Just sink yourself ami try to 
discern some object in your hand. Don’t 
bo afraid of tho salt water hurting your 
eyes. It will have no smart. When 
you can keep your eyes open under water 

J ;et an egg, clam shell or some white ob- 
oct, and after throwing it in water not 
too deep, try to bring it up. Two things 
will surprise you. First, tho enlarged 
size of tho object ami tho difficultv in 
getting to it. Try and get it hoad-iore- 
most. It will seem hard at first, but u 
little practice will do the trick. Then 
throw two or throe into tho water and 
see how many you can bring up, Smaller 
objects, down to coin, can then be 
practiced upon. 

in learning to dive, 
the beginner must disabuse himself of 
the idea that tho crash into tho water is 
going to hurt him. At first, indeed, it 
will he painful at times, as his awkward 
falls will make him smart und sting. It 
is best to begin at a very low height, say 
a couple of foot from the water. Stoop 
over until you aro nearly double, with 
your hands above your head, and then 
slip or rather fall Into the water. 
Practice this constantly until tho projior 
attitudo is attained and then gradually 
increase the height. Then go back to 
the low height and begin to take a short 
run before making the head foremost 
plunge, keeping your hands at your side 
until you launch out. Tho legs should 
be kept right. The hands form a short 
wedge, which cuts its way into tho 
water, making room for your body. 
Thohnmbt also act as a rudder, and the 
further the palms aro turned baek tho 
sharper the curve takes before emerging. 
The eyes should ho closed on striking the 
water and tho neck stiff, with tho bock 
hollowed.

Thep 
give a slight spring, hold yourself 
straight and go down, holding in your 
breath. If you do not stir in mid-air, 
you will cleave the water straight and 
true. Going down to the bottom, you 
can stop yourself any time by spreading 
out your arins and lege, when a few 
kicks will send you to the surface 
After this is learned, you con hold your 
arms perpendicularly above your head 
and go down through the air with fail*, 
way speed.

STATES KNOCKED OUT. 


A Compromise Verdict Which Compel* 
the United Strife* to I’ny DnmRgri to 
Canadlon hauler*, Hut Kstuhllvhea n 
Close Season nml n slxly-Milo Limit 
Around the llreedtng Islands. 

Paris, Aug. 16.— At 9 o’clock yester¬ 
day the seven Behring Sea arbitrators held 
a private session in a room used by officials 
of the Department of Foreign Affairs at the 
Qufti U'Orsaix. 

At 11 o'clock the arbitrators ro assembled 
in the room in the Foreign Oflico in which 
the public sessions of tho tribunal had been 
held. 

Baron I)o Courcel, the president of th< 
tribunal, then delivered to tho agents ol 
the United Slates and Great Britain 
original copies of tho decision signed by all 
the arbitrators. 

The session terminated amid mutual con¬ 
gratulations and expressions of good feel 
ing. After a preamble stating tho case sub 
mittrd for decision tho award runs ai 
follows: 

What exclusive Jurisdiction and what ex¬ 
clusive rights in the seal fisheries did Bus 
sia exeroise prior to accession of Alaska by 
the States ? 

Tho answer by all but Senator Morgan 
was that Russia claimed by a uknne, issued 
in 1821, jurisdiction in Behring Sea to tho 
extent of 100 miles oil coast, but in tin 
course of negotiations which led to tin 
treaties of 1824-182.1 sho admitted that hci 
jurisdiction should he restricted to cannon 
shot from shore, mid from that time Russia 
never asserted or exercisod any exclusive 
jurisdiction in Behring Sea or any exclusive 
rights to tho seal fisheries beyond terri¬ 
torial waters.

Tho second question: How far were these 
claims of jurisdict.cn on tho part of Russis 
to the seal fisheries recognized and conceded 
by Britain?—was answered by all hut Sena 
tor Morgan. Britain did not recognize ot 
concede uny claim #»n the part of Russia 
outside territorial waters.

The third qu~*i4on was: Was Behring 
Sea included! m In phrusn Pacific Ocean 
used in the treaty ol 182.1 between Britain 


2. That rights of property and rights in 
relation to property bo confined within the 
limits consecrated by practice and founded 
ou general expediency in the interest of 
mankind, the three-tnile limit. 

3. That apart from agreement no nation 
has tho right to seize tho vossels of another 
on the nigh seas in timos of poaoe for 
offences against properly, excepting piracy. 

4 and 5. That any regulations to be 
established should have just and equitable 
rogard to all the interests concerned. 

Tho Arguments. 

It must have been noted by those who 
followed the arguments of the American 
counsel in Pans that their contentions 
changed as the argument proceeded. They 
first set up the claim to ownership and 
control of tho Behring Sea, or, in l>aiin 
phrase, tho mare clausum theory. When 
the fallacious character of this contention 
was exposed they found a new argument in 
the contra bonos mores theory, that is, that 
pelagic sealing was contrary to good man¬ 
tlets, but when it was shown that “good 
manners" had nothing to do with the case, 
the Americans started another theory. 
They assorted a property right in all seals 
found in the waters of Behring sea, alleging 
that they were all born on the Pribylofl 
Islands, whioh are owned by the United 
States, and that these seals on leaving the 
rookeries were possessed of an animum re* 
vertsndi, that is, tin intention of returning 
to these same rookeries. Thereupon it was 
proved that all these seals are not born on 
the Pribylofl rookeries, and that there is 
no evidence that tho seals invariably return 
to the islands on which they were born. As 
Sir Charles Russell facetiously observed, it 
would bo interesting t6 ascertain whether 
1 the seals poeeesned an intention to return to 
the sea or to the land. 

K. J. Phelps, on behalf of tho United 
Stales, also gravely asserted “the right of 
the seals to their blameless life." Great 
Britain on tho contrary “stuck to her 
text” throughout tho whole argument. 


Anti«rnctloii nt Wishing ton. 

Wariiinutos, Aug. 10.—The decision of 
the Court of Arbitrators in tho Bohring Sea 
matter appears to give general satisfaction 
to the members of the Senate Committee on 
I Foreign Relations, which committee bad all 
those questions in char^fe when the treaty 
was before the Senate. 

Senator Butler stated that it he under¬ 
stood the brief demiatcli that came eailv'in 


damages to the Canadian sealers which 
they nave seized. 

The opinion here is that Greit Britain 
and Canada have every reason to feel 
pleased at tbo result of the arbitration and 
the award, and general satisfaction is ex¬ 
pressed that the matter is finally^settlecL 

I'rtM Opinions. 

Hamilton Spectator: The decision seems 
to be about the right thing. It will give 
Canadian scalers tho sweep of the sea, bar¬ 
ring a little spot 120 miles in diameter, 
for nine months in tho year, and these nine 
mouths.include all the lime the seals are in 
tho open sea. Thu seals Iravo the islands 
in the end of October or middle of Novem¬ 
ber oud do not get back before May J. 

Canada has reason to bo well satisfied 
with the result of the arbitration. 

Thinks America Will accept tlm Verdict. 

The Standard oays: We art aurc America 
will accept the award in cheerful good 
humor and apply it in perfect good fnith. 
Nothing was left untried by either aide to 
win tho vordict, and in pronouncing lha 
decision ths tribunal has only affirmed and 
applied one of the best known and hitherto 
most unchallenged principles of interna¬ 
tional law.

Thr High** of Russia. 

The fourth question was: Did not all th« 
rights of Ruisia pars unimpaired to th< 
States? The unanimous nnswer was yes. 

The Tlirae-Sllle Limit. 

Tho fifth question was: Have tho United 
States any and what right ot protection ol 
property in fur Heals w hen found onlsulr 
the three-milo limit? Answer by all but 
Senator Morgan hub thnt the United States 
have not any right of protection of pro¬ 
perty when sealq are found outside the 
three-mile limit. 

The regulations nr a body are established 
by the votes of Hannon and tiie throe 
neutral arbitrators. 

Tlio Result in Brief, 

The first quest'or. establishes a zono fK 
miles around the j’rjbylofl Islands. * 

The second establishes a close Acuson in 
the Northern Pacific from tho first day of 
May to July 31. 

The third requires that sailing vessels 
will only be allowed to engage in fishing 
with canoes snd boat* included. 

The fourth requires that each vessel have 
a Government license and carry a distin¬ 
guishing flag. 

The fifth requires tlio log to show parti¬ 
culars of tho sealing. 

Tho sixth abolishes firearms, except shot¬ 
guns, outside Bchiing Hca. 

The seventh requires that tho Govern- 
ments control the fitness of the rnen engaged 
in sraling. J 

The eighth exempts the Indians on ihe 
coast from restrictions when hunting wyth 
canoes and boats. 

Tho ninth makes the regulations perman¬ 
ent, but orders them to be le submitted for 
examination every five years. 

Tho finding of Che facts in reforencc to 
tho seizure of vessels ore of such a nature ns 
to render it incumbent on tho American 
Government to indemnify the owners of 
British vessels. 

The Arbitrators Thanlmd. 

Baron de Courcel, after tho decision was 
rendered, thanked the arbitrators for the 
clcse and intelligent attention they had 
brought to hear upon the case. 

Lord Hannen and Henator Morgan, in re¬ 
plying to the president of tho tribunal, 
acknowledged his courtesy oml hospitality. 
The American arbitrators believe that tho 
regulations decided upon by the tribunal 
inosn practically tho end of polagic sealing, 
s^ad that they are better terms than wero 
heretofore offerod to the United States by 
Great Britain as a settlement of the ques¬ 
tions involved. 

Cause of tbe Arbitration, 

The treaty under which tho tribtSBftl Ol 
arbitrators was appointed, realising that 
th# governments of tho United States and 
Great Britain were desirous to provide IWr 
an amicable settlement of tho questions 
which had arisen between them ronSernlug 
the jurisdictional rights of tho U*l|«d 
States in the waters of Behring Sea, nud 
concerning also the preservation of the fur 
seal in or habitually resorting to tho said 
sea, and the rights of the citizens and sub¬ 
jects of either country as regarded the tak¬ 
ing of fur seals, sgree to submit tho ques¬ 
tions to a tribunal of arbitration, to be com¬ 
posed of seven arbitrators, two named by 
Great Britain, two by tho United States, 
one by France, one by Italy and one by 
Sweden and Norway. 

The Points Contested. 

These are the points that were contested 
before the Behring Sea arbitration: 

United Mate* Claims. 

1. Dominion and right to legislate 
against foreigners in two-thirds of the 
Behring Sea. ...... 

2 A right of property »n wild animals 
which resort for a certain season of the 
year only to United States territory, derive

the day aright, tho award gave even more 
than he expected. "I never believed," 
said lie, “that the content ion of the U.8.

could bo maintained. The sea was too 
large a body of water for suoh a claim to be 
cxoic sed ovap* and necessarily, the court 
having decided against us on that point, 
the others incorporated under tho first 
four sections of article six of tho treaty fall 
I with it.” 

Americana Thoroughly IMenasd. 

Pawn, Aug. 10.— In an interview given 
I this ovzning Justice Harlan expr«M«e<l the 
opinion in agreement with John N. Foster 
that the regulations specified by the tri¬ 
bunal would chuck pelagic (scaling and thus 
1 go fur towards accomplishing ono of tho 
chief aims of tho United States. 

Tho general result of the arbitration, 
he thought, was far in advance of Anything 
that the United States had domanded. Tho 
i member* of the tribunal reserved tho right 
I to prepare and file individual opinions in 
tho case at any time before next January. 

Justice Harlan will pflececd at once to 
Switzerland to prepare there his opinion, 
i lie will sail wiln his family for America 
probably Sept. 27. Senator Morgan will 
leave Paris on 1 bursday and wiil sail on 
tho steamer New York from Southamp¬ 
ton on Saturday. Sir Charles Russell, 
British counsel, and Charles H. Tupper, 

, lifitish agent, have left for London. 

All tho Englishmen connected with the 
; tribunal ure exceedingly reticent with thoir 
j opinions of the decision, and apparently are 
disappointed because it was not more un¬ 
favorable to the United States. 

In bidding tho members of tho tribunal 
good-bye, Baron I)e Courcel expressed 
great satisfaction with tho proceedings of 
tho tribunal, and romnrked tho exceptional 
harmony and good feeling which prevailed 
throughout the deliberations. 

Ctnsds Object* to the Regulations. 

London, Aug. 10.—The Daily News says 
editorially ot the Behring Sea decision: 
“The decision is substantially in favor of 
tho case advanced by England.

successful. The rules are conceived in a 
spirit according, closely enough with that 
embodied in the British proposals, but 
it is probable that some of them 
will cuiiHo dissatisfaction in Canada.

The inland revenue department hav¬ 
ing last fall secured convictions against 
manufacturers of threshing machines for 
sending out with the machines measures 
which were uninspected and stamped, it 
may be expected that weights aud meas¬ 
ures officers will now be keeping a sharp 
lookout for the measures used by the grain 
tbreshen. It will be remembered that in 
the test cases made by the department, the 
courts held that what the manufacturers 
called boxes were measures within the 
the meaning of the Weights aud Measures 
Aot, and that thb grain threshers were 
"traders” ana therefore subject to the pro¬ 
visions of the aot.—Intelligencer.

GENERAL NEWS. 

Urn/nur Ihnncry. 

In this most northerly district of the 
Ontario Diocese those has been vory mark¬ 
ed progress in tiie past few years. Five 
new [mrishes have been organized, thirteen 
churonca and the parsonages built during 
tho past ten years. Eleven clergymen now 
occupy tho field in which six clergymen 
laboured a few years ago. It is very sel¬ 
dom there is a vacant parish as the Rural 
Dean and the other clergy are in constant 
touch and a piobable vacancy is provided 
for before it actually occurs, which is a 
great benefit to church work, avoiding as 
it does those too frequent interregnums 
which give to the careless an opportunity 
to wander. The stipends of the missionary 
clergy in this Deanery, owing to tho careful 
supervision of the Rural Dean, approach 
more nearly the amount stipulated by 
Synod, than in auy other Deanery in the 


i. oiuwuie arm ivev. o. irmiiipn are natives 
of Niger country. They are soholars, ad- 
rmnistratdm and explorers of no mean 
ability. 

The Church Temperance Society has 
established a night lunch wagon from which 
laborers, who aro working on New York 
streets all night, may be served with sub¬ 
stantial meals at moderate prices. This 
will prevent many of them from going into 
Baloons. Arrangements have been made 
with title city lire department to have the 
wagon drawn to the scene of any large fire 
! either night or day. The firemen will be 
I served with hot coffee aud tea during the 
winter and with cold temperance drinks in 
summer. 

Join ino me Church. — The Hamilton 
presbytery has unanimnsialy decided to 
furnish the Rev. R. MacKnight, B.A., of 
Dunnville, with a dismissary testimonial 
of ministerial standing up to date. This 
decision was the result of the Rev. Mr. 
MacKnight's announcing that ho had re¬ 
solved on retiring from the Presbyterian 
ministry with a view to connecting himself 
with the Church of England. He has 
stated that his acti6n is dictated by convic 
tions of long standing, which have grown 
more pronounced during the past year. 

Rev. G. Reid, a Prosbyterian missionary 
to China, who is now in the United States, 
has issued a remarkable pamphlet entitled 
•• The Historic Episcopate as a basis for 
Church Union in China." “ In this trac¬ 
tate, if we understand it," says the Phila¬ 
delphia Presbyterian Observer, “ Rev. Mr. 
Reid beginB by surrendering tho whole 
argument of Presbytery as against Episco¬ 
pacy, to the advocates of the Historic 
Episcopate. He further concedes' the 
special value of the Historic Episcopate to 
the restoration of Unity to Christendom, 
aud then argues that it has peculiar fitness 
for the organization of the Chriotian Church 
in China, which ho believes should he 
unitedly, in form and worship, Episcopal.” 

The Journal of Synod is to hand and the 
report for the past year of the Rural 
Deanery of Lennox and Addington shews 
a healthy advance and life in each of the 
eight parishes of which the Deanery is 
composed. The 002 families in the Deanery ! 
make a church population of 2008, includ ( 
ing 077 regular communicants. During tho ; 
year there have been 255 early celebra¬ 
tions and 70 mid-day celebrations, 1450 , 
services held, 05 persons baptized, 11 con- . 
ilrmed, 23 marriages and 50 burials. In J 
the Deanery in the ten Sunday Schools 417 
pupils have been regularly instructed by 5 r > 
teachers, of whom 17 are male aud 3H 
females. 81,587 has been raised and ex 
pended in tho purchase of buildings and 
other properties, $2,008.28 has bcon ex¬ 
pended lor clergymen's stipends hv 
parishes and $2,714.45 for other parochial 
objects. There are 10 churohes and 4 
chapels with seating capaoity of 2,434 and 
the total value of church properties is 
887,005. The Deanery has contributed for 
Diocesan Missions 8057, and Domestic and 
Foreign Missions $130.55. while tho Dean¬ 
ery has been drawing from the Mission 
Fund $1,034.50, which shows that wc*. as a 
Deanery, do not support ogr own mission 
stations by a considerable amount.

He 
was a student at Trinity College, Toronto, 
from 1876-78. and in 1870 and 1880 was 
ordained deacon and prieBt by fhe Bishop 
of Niagara. He held a variety of mission¬ 
ary appointments iu Canada, and four 
years ago he became Rector cf All Saints’, 
Saginaw, in the dioceso of Michigan in the 
United States."—Church Review. 

Sik,—T he report in yours of the 13th 
(copied from the English “Church Review” 
of the 15th of June), asserting I had left 
the Chnrch because of tho lato Lincoln 
Judgmont, is of course absurdly untrue. 
That judgment I have thanked God for 
again and again, and I oarry it out to the 
letter as far as possible. This would in* 
deed be a sorry time to leave the Church, 
when even the different religious bodies 
round us are both in doctrine and ritual 
becoming more and more like ns.
